Mayor Harrison’s first important act when 
he assumed office in 1897 was the appointment 
of a chief of police, More than erdinary in- 
terest attached to it on account of the inter- 


nal troubles then existing in the depart-’ 


ment-—troubles which have increased since, 
largely on account'of his act at that. time. 
To this may be attributed almost-all of the 
existing difficulties confronting Chief Stew- 


.ard'in the shape of insubordination and re- 


volt against discipline. 

Mayor Harrisun not only put Joseph Kip. 
ley at the’ head of the department—an ap- 
pointment then denounced as absolutely unfit 
and becoming more glaringly so as events 
developed—but in doing so he gave official 
recognition to the Star league, the first of 
the police secret societies..

9,000 STUDENTS UNDER FIRE

FIRST AID TO STOP MURDERS 


Doctor Says. Dr. Michaelis. Might 
Have Been Kept Alive.

SHOWN HOW TO SAVE LIVES.. 


Lecture at: Public Library Deals with 
Treatment of Wounds. 


Could administration of first aid to the in- 
jured have prevented the.deaths of many 
Chicago murder victims, thereby solving the 
mystery surrounding many of these crimes? 

In a lecture at the public Library last night 
Dr. William Fuller made this contention and 
endeavored to prove it, citing for an example 
the shooting of Dr. William F. Micheelis on 
Aug. 5 last. 

“This dentist who was fatally shot in 
Englewood last fall would be alive today if 
any of the persons who found him had ap~ 
plied first aid,’’ said Dr. Fuller. “ When they 
picked him up his first words were: ‘Calla 
doctor, Don’t let me bleed to death.’ 


Did Let Him Bleed to Death. 

“But that is just what they did. At the 
hospital a syrgeon put his finger over the 
hole in the injured man’s neck and estopped 
the flow of blood. It was no easier for the 
surgeon to do this than it would have been 
for any of you. I am going to show you how 
to prevent any person injured in a iMmb 
from bleeding to death in your persence.” 

The doctor then demonstrated the proper 
way to apply a ligature. 

“Be careful of the pin ecratches, email 
cuts, and slight ebrasions,” Dr. Fuller 
warned. “There is no person whose skin is 
germ free. They are omnipresent—every- 


where. 
Names cent Drugs. 

“The germs at the of wounds find 
their way inside and there is infection. There 
are two things, one of which will be found ip 
nearly every household, which should be ap- 
plied as first ald. They are alcoliol an@iodine, 
both strong germicidals. 

“There is no drug in the world thet wilt 
heala wound. Don’t let anyone tell you there 
is. But the drugs I have mentioned will 
cleanse, and cleanliness will heal.” 

Dr. Fuller advised against improper use of 
“new skin” remedies, He said to apply one 
| oe these to a wound without first cleansing 
it was worse than nothing. Heassertedthere 


‘wad nothing better for a wound, after it had 


been cleansed, than collodion.

FEEDING PENS ARE BURNED. 


Victim Runs Along Viaduct and Takes 
Plange to Death. 


Lack of proper fire protection in the stock- 
yards district was again forcibty -empha- 
sized yesterday. 

Cornelius Moran, 88 yeare old, 4631 Bouth 
Lafiin street, was killed and 500 cattle per- 
ished in a fire which destroyed the feeding 
pens of the speculators’ diviston of the stock- 
yards early in the morning. 7 

The fire is supposed to. have been started 
by crossed electric; wires above the pens, al- 
though firemen declared it could have been 
causd by sparks from a locomotive igniting 
the hay in the. pens. 


Victim Walked to Death. 

The body of Moran was found on a pile of 
charred timbers beneath a section of the run- 
way over West. Forty-fifth street, which 
was burned. He had been employed at the 
atockyards and was attracted to the fire by 
the flames which illuminated the.entire dis- 
trict. in. 

As he walked west in the Forty-fifth street 
runway he did not netice that a portion of 
the viaduct had been. destroyed by the fire 
and he walked off into space, falling thirty 
feet into twisted iron and timber. His neck 
was-broken. The body was discovered. at 
daylight by firemen. 


' Firemen Oannot Rescue Cattle. 

Jacob Fry, a watchman at the yards, dis- 
covered the Yire at 4 o'clock, but’ the flamés 
spread with such rapidity that the forty 
cattle pens between Morgan, Peoria, West 
Forty-fourth and West Forty-fifth streets 
were ablaze.

Dwelle-Jenkins during her daye as a lavish 
emtertainer in @ southern city. During the 
early winter of 1908 Mrs. Jenkins-reported to 
the police that her jewels, valued at $300,000, 
had been stolen from her apartments in the 
Hotel Lorraine.

This applies to the expenses of the palpace 
which the republic furnishes es ea lodging 
place for ministers. . The president says 
that hereafter ministers and under secre- 
taries must pay cooks, valete, house aids, 
grooms, coachmen, and butlers, and all coste 
connected with the maintenance of carriages 
and automobiles. They also must meet the 
expense of entertainments, Including the cost 
of orchestrae and floral decorations. They 
are required to pay their taxes. 

The state will pay permanent etaff servants 
who may bave charge of Mnen, gas, elec- 
tricky, gerden, and heating apparatus and 
the Iike. The decree calls to the attention 
of the ministers that while the state places 
furniture and works of art at their dis- 
posal these things should be left behind when 
the famtiies move out.

Max Reinhart Scores Artistic Triumph 
with Revival of the Second Part of 
Goethe’s ‘‘Faust.”’ |

BERLIN, March 18.—Theatrical and artis- 
tic Berlin is stirred over the supreme dra- 
matic event of the season at the Deutsches 
theater on Wednesday night when Max 
Reinhart, Germany's great producing geplus, 
gave his long awaited elaborate revival of 
the gecond part of “ Faust." 

‘It. was the first time, the comparatively 
little known and little understood final sec- 
tion of Goethe's masterpiece has been pre- 
sented to a local audience in seventeen years. 

It never has been performed with such lav- 
inshness or on such a giant scale... The. per- 
formance is remarkable from every stand- 
point, but chiefly on account of the extraor- 
dinary demands it.made upon the physical 
endurance of the audience! “The curtain 
went up at 4 o'clock in the afternoon and 
descended at 7 for one hour’s intermission 
for dinner, 4 la Baijreuth and Oberammergau. 
Then it ascended again for another four 
hours, The audience was in its seats, there- 
fore, during eight hours.

During the last week there has been a slight 
change in the methods of ticket selling for 
the Sothern-Marlowe engagement. Perhaps 
@ statement from me in regard to it would 
be of interest: to the theatergoing public. 

I think much of the acrimony engendered 
in the minds and consequent increasing tight- 
ness of the purse strings of the play goers, 
over the so-called ticket scalping at hotels, 
hes arisen over a mistaken bit of policy on 
the part of the theater manager. 

No one realizes any more thoroughly than 


the purveyor of amusements that there are 


Many people who regard money iess than 
time, consequently it is right and proper that 
there should be accredited agents of the the- 
aters in different parts of a city, particularly 


‘tm the big hotels whose guests naturally ex- 


pect that every possible thing shall be done 
by the hotel management for their comfort. 

The actor usualy is the last one to hear 
of any of the business arrangements made 
for his production, but the man whose name 
heads the bill in big letters usually is blamed 
for all the business shortcomings of he en- 
terprise. 

However, most actors, even when they be- 
come actor managers, are so engrossed in 
the artistic production and presentation of 
the play that they. have little time to give 
to small business details. 

I confess that I thought little about just 
this part of play producing until I was in 
Chicago last year, when I received a letter 
from a would-be patron complaining that ai- 
though he could not buy seats better than the 
eleventh row at the box office, he was able to 
get plenty of seats in the front rows by pay- 
ing premiums at —otels. 

The gentleman was much exasperated and 
informed me that there was being organized 
a club, 50,000 strong, to combat this annoy- 
hance to theatergoers through what he Char- 
aigterized.as the “papaciousness of the apm 
@eer.* « 

“<1 fiimedlately sent tothe box office, where, 
‘of course, I found two good seats and sent 
‘them to the man, and be returned thé money 
for them. However, his letter had started 
me on a new train of thought, and I at once 


positively refused to play at any theater 


where there was the slightest hint of specu- 
lation in tickets. 

When I arrived in Chicago I was confront- 
ed with the information that there had been 
scalping done on seats for the engagement 
here. I immediately telegraphed to Mr. Lee 
Shubert, and he returned the following mes- 
sage: ‘‘ Do not think there is any specule- 
tion in seats fer the engagement.”’ 

-—o- 

I am sure Mr. Shubert was honest in his 
idea, as in the manager's mind the hotels 
have alwaye been looked upon as agents of 
the theater. 

‘ Nevertheless, a member of my company 
tried to buy seats at the box office of the 
Lyric and was told that all desirable seats 
for the play she wished to see had been sold. 

She stepped into the hotel next door amd 
found that she could obtain what she wanted 
there, but at a premium, 

In all places on the continent and in Eng- 
land seats can be obtained at the hotel and in 
different booking offices, but the order is tele- 
phoned to the box office and the seats re- 
served there. This gives the patron who 
comes to the box office the choice of every

Although some actors 
have been known. as such ethereal creatures 
that they “eat the air,” it is a fact that one 
can even play Shakspeare’ better on a full 
stomach than on one merely “ promise 
crammed,” and as the law demands that 
actors as well ag other people shal! pay their’ 
bills, it is necessary that the commercial side 
of even the art of acting should be looked 
after. 

The Sothern-Marlowe company costs over 
$5,000 outside the cost of production, inter- 
est on’ investment, dnd other incidentals, 
which a good business man muat include 
when he appraises stock on his commercial 
ventures, and even Michael Angelo said that 
any art must first succeed as a trade. 

The time has gone by when the actor takes 
no thterest in the “ trade” of his art, and be- 
cause he does so he has become a desirable 
eltizen, the owner of a homie and other stable 
assets. You will find few of the profes- 
sion in the jaijs and an actor seldom goes 
mad. Instead of the ne‘er-do-wells of Shak- 
speare’s time they can mostly ‘be counted 
as sensible, energetic men and wdmen of 
affairs. ,And certainly every astute man of 
affairs knows that honesty is the best policy, 
both.in the quality of the goods sold and in 
the fair methods of selling them.

Hamlet is a character which every one 
may apprehend but never comprehend. He 
is' the man untversal and in him is some trait 
of every human heart, but do not forget one 
thing—he is a man—not' a boy, but a man 
80 years old, and supposedly at the apex of 
masculine virtlity and character. 

I do not feel that a woman can impersonate 
@ man any more successfully than a man 
can simulate the manner and mein of a wom- 
an upon the stage. The actor labors under 
greater difficulties im expressing himself 
than any other artist, "because he must per- 
force make his own physical attributes, the 
medium by which he projects his Keals be- 
fore the public. . 

Charlies Frederick Nirdlinger a few years 
ago put this cleverly when he said: “A 
hunchback, a monster who never had a wom- 
an’s smile, may rhyme the daintiest madri- 
gals, a sonnet to his mistress’ eyebrow, or 
may limn @ canvas replete with such wood- 
lané nymphs as Corot fencied, or carve @ 
marble Aphrodite to steal your soul away.

Jt is not the Gctréss’ province to pose 28 & 
éritic, and I know some brilliant wom and 
clever actresses have essayed the part of 
Hamiet. I can easily sée where the cherac- 
ter would have the greatest appeal to women 
of the caliber of Charlotte Cushman and 
Sarah Bernhardt—indeed Mme. Bernhardt’s 
presemtation of the melancholy Dane was 
most interesting, as this wonderful woman 
can defy time, place, circumstance, and ail 
traditions of the stage. 

For inetance, in the “ Buzz, buzz”’ speech 
she introduced a bit of business that was 
absolutely foreign to the meaning. She shut 
her hand as if it imprisoned a fly and hold- 
ing it under Polonius’ nose she opened it 
quickly with the soumd of a buzzing insect. 
Every English student of Shakspeare knowa 
that “Buzz, bugz’’ was a colloquial expres- 
sion of the time, meaning ‘‘gossiping old med- 
dler, begone.” 

But even with Bernhardt’s art I mever 
for one moment forgot that she was @ woman. 
Sex cannot be disguised. 

The actor must always be more or less 

helped or hampered by/his own physical at- 
tributes. It was perhaps the curt body and 
impudent face which made Coquelin peerless 
among Figaros, quite as much’ as his ‘won- 
derful art, and one of the greatest sorrows 
that can come to the actor ts that heis not 
able corporeally to embody his ideal in the 
fleet. 
Personally I believe that an actress can 
compass almost any woman's part, but the 
theatergoer usually gets an idea firmly im- 
planted in his mind of a certain type to por- 
tray his favoriteréle. The nearer the actrese 
comes to this ideal, the better he will think 
her art. |

There also was another burning question. 
It toek two forms, one of which was not 
questioning at all, being frankly man«da- 
tory, an injunction: “See your own coun- 
try first before seeing Europe.”

ee,” etc. It was pure hypocrisy because to 
have gone trotting off to Europe without 
having been to Yellowstone park or even 
Niagara Falls was regarded as little short 
of seditious. Occasionally a family, having

There are certain 
thoughts that act precisely the same way 
within the brain; paey cause “ mental gas- 
tritis.”’ 

In the mind's cellar everything must be 
kept sweet and clean, if we do not want to 
breed spiritual fevers. Ae soon as an idea 
begins to “ work”: and spoil and sours, out 
with it! It dogs not pay to go about this 
bright world with something yeasting aad 
seething in our souls. 

It is the very best of foods that spoil the 
most quickly, such as cream, beefsteak, and 
butter. The cream, beefsteak, and butter of 
the soul are love, religion, and laughter. 

So it is these things we must watch most 
carefully. Love, the very milk of life, is 
worth all that poeta have written and fond 
and fooliah heads have dreamed of it. -But 
if love thoughts are going to “ keep ” and not 
play havoc within us, we must air our hearts 
often and keep them clean and be on the 
watch for the insistent microbe that dearly 
loves to multiply im a love “ culture.”’ 

Love made Dante divine, but of Othello it 
made a crazy fool. Cared for intelligently 
and kept clean love will give you a heavenly | 
peace and glow-—there’s nothing like it; but 
if it becomes unclean and begins te spoil, you 
eternal punishment is. 
Whether, therefore, love shall be a radiant 
shekinah or a driving ruin ip the nts aie is 
' largely a sanitary question. 

Laughter ia good. It may not save our 
souls, but it often saves our lives. It pre- 
vents insanity. But it is like butter. It must 
be fresh; likewise clean; also spread not too 
thickly over the bread of serious business. 

No one can eat solid butter, unless he be

tige is a vigorous advertising campaign.” 
in these words the Rev. Henry M. Mc- 
Dowell, pastor of the Woodlewan Park Uon- 
gregational church, announced his intention 
ef beginning a movement for increasing the 


‘membership of his church by means ofadver- 
tising in the local newspapers, and es a be- 


ginning secured a three inch space the entire 
width of the second page of the city’s 
weekly papers, in which he advertises the 
various features of the services which he pro- 
poses to conduct during thenext six weeks. 

“The average Woodlawn business man,” 
gaic the Rev. Mr. McUVowell, ™“ has a miscon- 
ception of the church because of its lack of 
attendance. The busines# man is neceesarily 
progressive and has little sympathy with an 
organization which is tardy in its recognition 
of modern ideas. 

* Most of the business men whom! know 
regard the church asa parasite.

ERWYN boasts of a club thet is not a 
club. Far be it for stately grand 
mothers to belong to women's clubs. 
They would be horrified were it even. 
suggested, but notwithstanding, there’ 

are thirty-five old ladies in the suburb of 
Berwyn who meet every Friday, have @ presi- 
Gent. a secretary. and treasurer and call 
themselves “Grandmothere’ Circle.” | 

This is the way it happened: A lonesome 
grandmother who had reared her family, 
séen them all married, and had buried her 
husband, said to another old lady one @ay, 
“Are there no old people in Berwyn, are 
there no grandmothers here?’’ Surely there 
were, her friend assured her. She wou!d In- 
quire.- So she questioned her daughter and 
they asked the minister, who thought he 
knew one or two who occasionally came ay 
te church on pleasant Sundays. He, too, 
would inquire. So it went along, until re- 
ports began to come in from various sources 
of this one’s mother who was visiting daugh- 
ter for the winter, and of that old lady who 
was lame and so seldom got about to see 
her friends. | 

“It is high time we discovered each other,” 
declared Mrs. Frederick Find n of 3122 
Iyison avenue one day soon after, * Now Iam 
going to give a tea party just as we used 
to do and ask all these old ladies to bring 
their knitting.’’ Acoordingly she set the date 
and sixteen arrived, some in carriiges, and 
gome in wheeled chairs, the younger and 
stronger ones walking, for the day was 
pleasant. 

** Now, I guess I am the only one here who 
is not a grandmother,” said Mrs. Findelsen, 
“but I propose that we organize a grand- 
mothers’ sewing circle. You may meet with 
me always if you like so it won't be confusing 
and we'll set every Friday, beginning right 
now.”

:8¢ it came about that a grandmothers’ club 
that was not a club but a circle, .was or- 
ganized and has met continuously ever since 
for five years. Since then Mrs. Findeisen’s 
hope of being a grandmother has been ful- 
fille@ and she -is eligible te membership. 
There are thirty-five members, the oldest 
being Mrs. Melissa Southworth who is 86. 
Mrs. Pauline Thompson. is 85 and is a re- 
markable woman. She was an army nurse 
in the civil war from 1863 to 1865. When Mor- 
gan made his last raid through Kentucky and 
took 200 of our union soldiers prisoners at 
the battle of Mount Stirling, she hid the 
American flag in the folds of her skirt that 
it might not fall into the hands of the enemy. 


, eAt one time she was head nurse over 1.700 


men. She ie a member of the Nurses’ Relief 
corps and the Nurses’ association. She has 
received several medals, one, which she 
values highly was given her by Senator 
Marcus A. Hanna of Ohio and another by 
the Grand Army of the Republic. : 

The circle is a recognized institution in 
the village and during the last year met forty- 
seven consecutive Fridays with a full at- 
téendance. All the birthdays are observed 
with flowers and gifts. Once every year the 
pastor of the Berwyn Baptist church; the 
Rev. W. S. Abernathy, has a “ Grandmoth- 
ers’ Sunday,” and all the old ladies in their 
best attire are seated ip the front pews while 
he preaches «4 grandmothers’ sermon.” 
Each is presented with a bunch of pansies 
and the pansy has been chosen as their circle 
flower. 

The members of ‘the: “Grandmothers chrb 
are a factor in the benevolent work of the 


village, as they sew’ for. charity and make 


comforts for poor babies and full sized quilts 
for invalid mothers. 

Always tt: i the patchwork . quilt which 
finds its way to the poor sick woman, never 
the cheesegloth, hand tied daintiee of the 
present age. They scorn to tiake anything | 
but patchwork quilts, and get more enjoy- 


lending, and exchanging oriental designe for 
plain colors and vice versa than one can 
realize unless gurgree at the meetings. 


Forty-seven baby comforters and twenty- 
five full sized quilts has been meade this win- 
ter, and the old ladies are proud of the rec- 
ord. The dues are 5 cents a meeting, and 
there is about $25 in the treasury, which, will 


. be used from time to time as occasion de- 


mands, for benevolent purposes. — 

Among the institutions benefited by the 
circle are the Beulah home, Baptist orphan- 
age, Needlework guild, the Foundlings' home, 
and the Frances Willard hospital, Of the 
thirty-five members but three have husbands 
ftving. These are Mrs. E. G. Wright, Mrs. 
D. B. Copp, and Mrs. A. A. Peck. Another 
remarkable featute of the circié is that in 
eix years there have been but three deaths.

| Three Champions Among the Nags on 
Denver Fan,”

George H. Eetabrook of Denver, who hes 
been campaigning good trotters and pacers 
for two decades, and whose stable for the 
last few years has been the best owned by - 
one man, has furnished me with @ list of the 
horges he is handling this year, together with 
some news about eome of the more notable 
ones. 

The Estabrook idea is to buy a good horse 
Whenever you tind one, and then race it. 
Trotters and pacers, cols and matured pags, 
mil look alike to the Colorado man, and his 
eyetem, backed by the training and driving 
of Guss Macey, hes given him many a Grand 
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circuit winner and more world’s champion 
trotters than ever were raced by any wren) 
mot a breeder. There are three of that class 
now in the Estabrook lot, the most noted 
being Colorado, 2:04% as a 8 year old. He 
will not be raced this season, but will be 
eut in 1912 as a S-year-olM. Country Jay, 
which last season wae a sprightly young 
thing of fourteen summers, took a record 
of 2:05%, that being incidental to the win- 
ning of the best three heat race of split heats 
in the books, is another champion, but, In 
addition to the race just mentioned, in which 
he won the second and third heats In 2:00%, 
2:05%, after making Sonoma Gir) go the 
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first mile in 2:04% to beat him, he also holds 
the saddle record, 2:08%. 


Spahish Queen Also Champion. 
Spanish Queen is the third champion, and 

like the other two, her world beating per- 
formance was made last year, when, at. the 
Lexington meeting, the daughter of Onward 
Silver took down firet money jn the best six 
heat race ever trotted. In the third heat 
of that contest she made General H. go in 
2:04% to head her at the wire; and then she 
came back three times in 2:07%, 2:07%, 2:12%, 
and in the final mile stepped the homestretch 
quarter in :30%. Although her mark of 2:07 
puts Spanish Queen in a bad position 80 far 
as getting races in her class is concerned, 
she will not be kept idle, as Mr. Estabrook 
figures her to have a chance in faster classes, 
she having worked in 2:05 last summer, the 
last half of that mile in a minute. In 1898 
Spanish Queen Was the sensation of the year, 
starting without a record and coming home 
in the fall with one of 2:07. Im the course

Théy were a menace and a nuisance to the 
other pupils. Some must go to the home for the mnmtevigthiios —delightful name! Others must 
be sent to a refuge for the feeble-minded. 

And now if you happen to be an adult, prepate ‘to blush. 


A wise, kindly old physician got interested in that lot. 


Among other ree. he examined 


their eyes. Not one of those desperadoes and semi-idiots had normal sight. They hated. to 
study because the print was more or less of a blur before their eyes. They were impertinent. 
and surly because the teachers kept blaming them for not learning what they couldn't decently see.

That was less than two years ago. Today, ninety-five per cent of the 326 are head no longer. 
Practically every ane of them now holds a normal place in his class.

- fesponsibility for juvenile crime and depravity. Most of us have not waked up yet. 

What on earth do you expect if you turn a fine, sturdy, strapping young rooster. irito the 
street, with nothing but glaring ‘saloon windows and naovene picture shows. to’ break ‘the ° 


monotony? 


Any boy that was ever worth having is bound to find some outlet for all his surplus energy. 
Any normal, healthy boy is absolutely certain to satisfy his inborn love for excitement in one 


way if he can’t in another. 


One way out —the best way—is to establish pleity of neighborhood slieiviniiide and parks. 
Chicago has already spent more than eleven millions of dollars in opening up such places. That’s 
a lot of money, but it’s a much better investment than putting the same amount into asylums 
and homes for juvenile criminals. - 

One hears much complaint of the more or less “‘tough gangs’’ of boys who make life 
more or less miserable for grown up people in practically every part of:a city. 

The old and perfectly idle method was to attempt to break up the gangs. It would be 
just as easy to prevent bees from swarming. 
. _ Every boy passes all the stages through which ‘his fathers. have. passed, since satis first 
chipped a chunk of stone into the shape of an axe and went out to brain a pterodactyl. 

. From twelve to eighteen he is in the tribal stages and it is as natural for him to run in 
gangs and to'‘look up to a chief as it is for him to breatheor eat a dozen’ pancakes for breakfast. 

It is possible to break up any specific gang, but it is perfectly futile to attempt ‘to kill 


the gang spirit.

How Diamond Is‘Cut, 

By this time the first diamond hae cooled 
and by means of a clamp he fastens all the 
holders, with their diamonds pointing down- 
ward, to the big revolving, iron disk, which is 
covered with ol] and diamond dust. He lays 
heavy weights in the form. of iron bricks on 
top of the clamps in order to hold the dia- 
monds securely against the disk, Probably 
the cutter has eight diamonds revolving on 
the disk at once, He watches them caréfully, 
unclamping this one and looking atit througn 
a magnifying glass to see that it is being cut 
properly, then turning and twisting that one 
at different angles so. that it may get the 
right pressure for its cutting. 


When the facet looks satisfactory the cut- 
ter unclamps the holder from the disk and

It renuired two years 
to cut the famous Pitt diamond. — 

Some diamonds take longer to cut than 
others, depending on the size and the pattern. 


The “ rose’ patterm has faceta on top, but’ 


it-is flat underneath; the “table ’’ diamond 
bas one large rectangular face and four 
lesser ‘rectangles; but a “ brilliant ’’ has 
facets both at the top and the bottom, thirty- 
two on the top girdle and ¢wenty-four on 
the back, fifty-eight in all.

ONG live the duel! Abolish the duel! Never!” 
This is the vehement and defiant reply 
of the German students to certain mem- 
‘bers of the reichstag who propose to sup- 
press the famous sword bouts at the unl- . 
vyersities. The kaiser has been appéaled - 
to, but thus far has declined to express 
a direct opinion. As the emperor and all 
his sons, from the crown prince down, have worn the 
white satin stiirmer of the fighting Borussia corps of 
the Bonn university, it-is the opinion of the students 
that he would “be the last one to curtail, much less to 
abolish, this centuries old and famous feature of Ger- 
man university life. 

The present agitation against the dueling—slashing 
matches would be far more correct—was brought about 
because a short time ago a rather unpopular,student 
had been cut up in an unusually provoking manner. 
Being of a princely family of great influence his rela- 
tives raised a \rumpus with the university authori- 
ties ard, as their complaint received only scant atten- 
tion fiom this quarter, they managed to have the mat- 
ter taken up in the reichstag. Here the fate of the 
“mensur,.” as the student duel is called, is to be de- 
cided and there is not the slightest doubt that this 
august body will affirm that dueling among the students 
is an historic and inviolate prerogative of the German 
universities. : 

An incident occurred at the peaceful old University 
of Heidelberg a few weeks ago which will perhaps make 
1911 the record year in dueling at this famous institu- 
tion. The casus belli is the woman question. Privatdo- 
cent Arnold Ruge said in a lecture that the new woman 
movement was promoted by “old maids, childless wom- 
en, and widows.” In the audience was Frau Marianne 
Weber, authoress, wife of a professor, and a leading 
member of the German Woman’s Emancipation leagu 
She rose and requested Prof. Ruge to withdraw 
statement.

Which is the fastest car in the world, the 
Blitzen Benz, formerly owned by Barney Old- 
field, 
Jenatzy drove so successfully in Europe last 
summer? The question undoubtedly will be 
answered at Jacksonville March 27-30, when 
the big beach meet will be run. The Jenatzy. 
Mercedes practically is unknown in this 
country, but news came to Chicago last week 


that Ernie Moross has bought it and that now: 


it is in Florida awaiting Bob Burman, who

has been selected to drive it in thé attempts 
to beat the mile straightaway record of :27.33, 
held by Oldfield. Front what is known of the 
history of the car, it is believed that Burman 
will come close to the mark, even if he does 
not beat It. 

When the Mercedes was put into commis- 
sion last summer Jenatzy took it to Ostend 
ang put up some wonderful performance®, 
chief of which was a fiying kilometer at the 
rate of 133.1 miles per‘hour. If this had been 
accepted it would have robbed Oldfield of the 
honor of having traveled the fastest of any 
mam in the world, but unfortunately. for 
Jenatzy he did not comply strictly with the 
rules, which required two trials. Right on 
the heels of this he climbed a hill at Boulogne, 
France, a grade only a third of a mile in 
length, at the rate of 78.5 miles per hour, 
which was all the more remarkable because 
it was made from a standing start. 

Moross argued that this Mercedes was about 
the only machine in the world that had @ 
chance to topple the Benz over in a speed 
wey and so he got it. The Benz, however, 
will be on hand to defend ite title, but just who 
—will drive it is not known—probably it will be 
Ray Harroun, if that veteran can be coaxed 
out of his retirement.
